Re  it , enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  (he  State  o/j

lars  ($10,000  00)  for  the  year  1920  and  Ten 
Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00)  for  the  year  1921,  or 
so  mich  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  appro¬ 
priated  out  of  any  sums  In  the  Statje  Treasury, 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  usejd  In  assist¬ 
ing  In  the  enforcement  of  the  prohibition  laws  of

There  are  two  different  classes  of  oppose rs  to 
the  Lord  s  work,  or  corrupters  of  the  word,  which 
have  to  be  dealt  with,  and  they  must  be  treated 
differently.

Paul's  language  about  them  is,  For 
there  are  many  unruly  men,  vain  talkers  and 
deceivers,  men  who  overthrow  whole  houses, 
teaching^  things  which  they  ought  not  for  fllthy 
lucre’s  sake." 

Jesus  had  no  time  to  waste  on  these  people 
and  denounced  them  as  hypocrites  incapable  of 
right  moral  action.  But  he  had  compassion  on 
the  multitude  because  they  were  ignorant  and 
needed  teaching.  On  one  occasion  it  is  said  Jesus 
O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that  thou 
rejoiced  in  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  said,  I  think  thee, 
didst  hide  these  things  from  the  wise  and  under¬ 
standing,  and  dlst  reveal  them  unto  babes;  yea. 
Father,  for  so  it  was  well  pleasing  in  thy  sight." 
Jt^was^a  necessary  qualification  of  a  preist  that 
he  “can  bear  gently  with  the  ignorant  and  erring."

.  to  help.  Did  not  Jesus  say  to  the  disciples  when 
|  he  8ent  them  on  their  first  evangelistic  tour, 
“into  whatsoever  house  ye  enter,  first  say,  Peace 
be  to  this  house  and  if  a  son  of  peace  be  there, 
your  peace  shall  rest  upon  it,  but  If  not  it  shall 
trim  to  you  again."  1 

There  inay  ,he  and  doubtless  are  many  return 
benefits  to  the  man  who  Tabors  to  aave  others, 
tmt-three  occur  to  us  now  as  worthy  of  speCtai-- 
mention.  One  of  these  is  that  his  Own  soul -is- 
kept -warmeiLaad  lighted  with  the  grace  which 
he  seeks  to  carry  to  others.  If  you  would  have 
.  an  overflowing  sense  of  the  love  of  Christ~yoir 
must  make  his  grace  known  to  others.  This  is  the 
thing  of  which  Jesus  specially  spoke  when  he 
said  '  Gtve  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you;  good 
measure,  heped  up  and  running  over.”  To  him 
that  hath  It  shall  be  given.  The  fire  goes  out 
when  the  draughts  are  cut  off  and  there  is  no 
exit  or  expression  for  that  which  is  within. 

The  second  return  benefit  that  comes  to  one 
who  undertakes  to  carry  on  this  work  which 
Jesus  left  us  to  do  is  that  It  helps  to  keep  the 
heart  and  life  of  the  worker  clean  and  pure.  Not 
only  does  he  realize  that  if  he  is  to  do  this  work 
he  must  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world 
and  uncorropted  by  the  flesh;  blut  the  efforts 
to  hel^other  wiJI  help'to  cleanse  the  life.  A  stag¬ 
nant  pot  of  water  will  soon  begin  to  smell  bad, 
but  a  boiling  pot  will  throw  off  whatever  is  un¬ 
clean  and  impure.  Some  people  are  unhealthy, 
stupid,  clothful.  rheumatic  or  have  diseased  vital 
organs  because  they  never  get  up  a  perspiration. 
The  pores  of  the  skin  must  be  kept  open,  the 
secretions  must  be  constant  or  the  body  becomes 
heavy,  dull  and  diseased,.  By  the  same  principle 
the  Chrlstian  who  Is  laboring  to  save  others  will  , 
secure  himself  against  the  Infection  of  the  world, 
and  resist  the  fnward  tendency  to  disease  and  de¬ 
cay.  It  is  Impossible  to  live  a  healthy  Christian 
life  unless  we  strive  to  save  somebody  else. 

The  third  benefit  that  comes  to  those  who  have  , 
the  geneulne  evangelistic  spirit  is  that  It  helps  to 
keep  clear  and  correct  tiieir  views  of  all  God's 
truths.  To  state  it  in  other  words,  genuine  ortho-  ( 
doxy  is  possible  permanently  to  those  who  use  , 
the  truth  o  save  somebody  else.  Clear  views  are  t 
dependent  on  right  use  of  the  Hath.  The  thology  t 
of  some  people  is  rusty  and  weathereaten  be-  j 
cause  they  do  not  use  the  truth  to  save  souls. 
Plow 8  do  not  get  rusty  which  are  dally  used  to 
turn  a  furrow.  We  are  not  using  figures  merely 
nor  dealing  in  fancies.  We  are  not  advocating  a  8 
theory  but  stating  facts  of  common  if  not  univer¬ 
sal  experience.  The  man  or  church  or  the  school  d 
or  the  board  which  does  not  possess  and  use  the  , 
evangelistic  passion,  the  gospel  to  save  souls, 
will  soon  find  his  orthodoxy  under  question  and 
under  par.

If  we  take  the  accounts  of  thje  institution  of 
the  supper  by  our  Lord  himself  as  the  ba<is  of 
all  revelation  about  It  we  will  fipd  the  facts  ex¬ 
ceedingly  simple.  The  facts  are  khat  Jesus  and 
His  disciples  clebrated  the  pasqover,  a  Jewish 
memorial  feast,  kept  once  a  year  In  memory  of 
the  deliverance  of  Israel  from  ikgyptlan  bond¬ 
age;  and  then,  without  giving  oqe  word  olf  ex¬ 
planation  about  what  He  was  going  to  do  or  why 
He  was  going  to  do  It,  and  without  having  pre¬ 
viously  said  one  word  about  it,  «o  far  as  the 
Scriptures  show.  ‘‘He,  took  bre^d,  and  gave 
thanks.  an<)  brake  it.  and  gave  unto  them,  say- , 
Ing,  This  is  my  body  which  Is  g)lven  for  you. ' 
this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  likewise  also 
the  cup  after  Bupper,  saying,  This  cup  isj  the 
new  testament  in  my  blood,  whirti  Is  shed  for 
yon." — Luke  22:19-20. 

That  is  all  of  it.  and  Jesus  nev*r  afterward 
made  any  explanation  whatever.  He  seldom  ex¬ 
plained.  There  are  just  two  things  ab|out  the  {rirst 
observance  of  the  supper.  One  is  the  simple  fact 
of  what  Jesus  did.  The  other  is  the  meaning 
of  the  words  He  used.  The  fact  is  a  plain  as  day. 
The  words  He  used  are  such  as  to  give  ground 
for  speculation.  The  simple  fact  Is  that  the  Sup¬ 
per  was  given  by  our  Lord  to  be  kept  In  remjem- 
brance  of  Himself,  as  passover  was  kept  inj  re¬ 
membrance  of  deliverance  from  Egypt.  But  the 
words  “this  is  my  body”  and  “my  blood”  Sug¬ 
gest  mysterious  speculation,  and  men  have  used 
it  to  the  fullest.  The  speculation  started  with  an 
honest  question — What  do  the  words  mean?  fnd 
theories  sprang  up  thick  and  fast. 

Some  Concluded  that  He  meant  that  the  bread 
and  wine  used  in  the  Supper,  when  blessed,  be¬ 
come  the  actual  flesh  and  blood  of  the  Lord,  *nd 
that  communicants  in  eating  partake  of  the  act¬ 
ual  fresh,  blood,  soul  and  divinity  of  Jesus 
Christ;  therefore  they  crowded  into  the  Ob¬ 
servance  all  of  the  mystery  that  they  possibly 
could. 

Others  said,  No!  the  bread  and  wine  are  not 
changed  into  the  actual  flesh  and  blood  of 
Christ,  but  there  comes  about  a  mystical  union 
of  the  substance  of  the  body  and  blood  of  the 
Lord  with  or  in  the  bread  and  wine,  when  con¬ 
secrated,  so  that  somehow  the  communicahts 
while  eating  the  Supper  really  partake  of  all  of  - 
the  benefits  of  His  death. 

Others  said,  No,  not  that!  Our  Lord  simply 
meant  that  the  bread  used  represented  His  body, 
and  that  the  wine  represented  His  blood,  and 
that  the  communicants  in  eating  do  not  in  any 
way  partake  of  Chrlst’a  body  and  blood,  or  its 
benefits,  but  simply  commemorated  His  deatp, 
and  symbolize  their  partaking  of  the  benefit^  bf 
Christ’s  death  by  faith  in  Him.  Thus  through 
speculation  the  world  became  confused  aboat 
the  Supper,  and  that  which  the  Lord  said  wijs 
a  memorial  of  His  death  became  a  most  coi*l 
fusing  mystery. 

-It  must  be  admitted  that  the  words,  ‘‘this  is 
my  body”  etc.,  joined  with  the  words  of  Paul 
in  I.  Cor.  10:16<-17,  which  say,  "The  cup  of 
blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  communion 
of  the  blood  of  Christ?  The  bread  which  we 
break.  Is  It  not  the  communion  of  the  body  qf 
Christ?”  Give  ground  for  the  theory  that  ifa 
eating  the  Supper  communicants  do  actually, 

.  somehow,  partake  of  Christ's  actual  body  and 
blood.  But  there  is  nothing  whatever  to  even  In¬ 
timate  that  there  is  any  change  brought  about 


by  the  thanksgiving,  or  consecrntlnu,  which  pre¬ 
cedes  the  celebration.  The  idea  la  wholly  a.spec- 
.  uiation;  an  Inference  without  ode  word  to  even 
suggest  it. 

The  language  demands  Interpretation,  and 
that  means  much  speculation.  What  did  Jesus 
mean  by  "this  is  my  body?”  Did  "he  mean  that 
the  bread  and  wine  were  hia  real  flesh  and 
blood?  Oy  that  He  was  really  present  in  the 
bread  and  wine?  Must  we  take  Hia  words  liter¬ 
ally?  If  so,  He  la  an  actual  vine,  for  He  said. 
“I  am  the  vine.”  If  so.  He  Is  an  actual  door,  for 
He  said,  “I  am  the  door.”  If  so,  He  la  an  actual 
shepherd,  and  His  people  are  actual  sheep;  for 
He  said,  ‘‘I  am  the  good  shepherd;  the  good 
shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep.”  If  so, 
Ood  is  an  actual  rock;  for  In  the  Old  Testament 
He  is  called  "our  rock."  If  so  Jesus  was  snd  is 
a  spiritual  rock;  for  it  U  said  of  the  Israelites, 
‘‘they  drank  of  that  spiritual  Rock  that  followed 
them;  and  that  Rock  was  Christ.”  We  can  see 
the  absurdity  of  the  apostles  taking  the  expres¬ 
sion,  “this  is  my  body,”  literally  when  Jesus 
was  sitting  there  with  them  and  talking  to  them. 
But  the  language  does  admit*  of  that  interpre¬ 
tation,  therefore  we  heed  to  have  a  feeling  of’ 
sympathy  for  the  millions  misled  by  speculating 
theologians  who  were  either  honestly  or  self- 
Interestedly  mistaken  In  their  interpretation  of 
the  langauge.  *  » 

The  trouble  with  us  in  studying  such  expres¬ 
sions  is  that  we  do  not  take  into  account  the 
fact  that  the  Orientals  used  such  expressions 
like  "this  Is,"  and  “I  am.’’  etc.,  as’we  use  the 
word  represent.  They  used  plain  statements  as 
figures  of  speech.  We  do  not.  The  Bible  abounds 
in  exatnples  of  this  fact,  therefore  the  apostles 
readily  understood  the  words  of  their  Lord  when 
He  said,  “this  la  my  body.”  No  one  ever  thought 
that  Jesus  was  an  actual  rock,  yet  It  la  said 
plainly  “that  Rock  was  Christ!"  We -understand 
that  the  meaning  ia  that  in  some  way  the  rock 
from  which  the  waters  gushed  represented 
Christ.  The  vast  number  of  instances  In  the 
Scriptures  in  which  “is"  Is  used  In  the  sense  of 
represents  should  make  it  perfectly  plain  to  us 
that  our  Lord  so  u*ed  it  in  the  statement,  “this 
Is  my  body.”  It  is  *  fact  that  the  bread  is  used 
to  represent  Chifst's  body  in  celebrating  the 
Lord’s  Supper,  and  that  the  wine,  or  fruit  of 
the  vine,  la  used  to  represent  His  blood;  but 
common  sense  knows  that  they  are  not  Hia 
actual  body  -  and  blood,  and  we  need  to  use 
common  sense  in  interpreting  texts  the  mean¬ 
ings  of  which  are  not  clear.  The  only  thing  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Lord's  Supper  that  gives  any 
ground  for  confusion  or  mystery  is  in  the  ex- 
P resalon  “this  is  my  body”  and  "my  blood,”  and 
If  wo  let  the  many  like  expressing  In  the  Scrip¬ 
tures,  In  which  a  plain  statemqpt,is  used  figur¬ 
atively,  interpret  these  expressions  for  us  we  will 
have  no  'trouble.  The  broken  bread  may  repre¬ 
sent  the  broken  body  of  Christ,  and  the  poured- 
out  wine  may  represent  Hia  shed  blood,  but  they 
certainly  are  not  his  actual  body; and  blood; 
therefore  the  mystery  caused  by  the  traitsub- 
stantiation  Interpretation  goes  to  the  winds  with 
a  common  sense  Interpretation  of  the  words  In 
the  light  of  other  like  expressions. 

’  The  idea  that  Jeans  meant  that  “this  is  my 
bi>dy"  wag  to  be  taken  literally,  and  that  those  1 
who  were  to  eat  the  bread  were  to  eat  Hia 
actual  body.  Is  clearly  shown  to  be  Incorrect  by 
the  fact  that  He  said  ‘‘this  do  In  remembrance 
of  me.”  Had  it  been  to  “feed"  on  Him  He 
would  have  have  said  so.  In  remembrance  of 
Him  implies  His  absence.  That  fact  Is  shown  by 
the  worda  of  Paul  In  I.  Cor.  11.26,  “As  often 
as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup.  ye  do 
show  the  Lord’s  death  till  He  come.”  “Till  He 
come”  shows  that  bodily  He  Is  absent  now,  and 
one  cannot  eat  absent  flesh.  The  purpose  of 
keeping  the  ordinance,  according  to  the  words 
of  our  Lord  Himself,  was  not  to  feed  on  Hia 
body  and  blood,  but  to  remember  Him.  It  was 
a  reminder.  We  commemorate  past  events,  and 
celebrate  In  memory  of  tremendous  deeds;  such

The  great  loss  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  In 
the  death  of  Brother  R.  R.  Gwathmey,  tny  belov¬ 
ed  fellow-worker,  had  reached  me  herelln  Rome. 
X  am  sorely  grieved,  but  in  some  fashion  bear 
witness  to  the  public  of  the  faithfulness  of  this 
good  man. 

When  I  came  to  the  Board,  I  found  him  in  a 
service  te  the  denomination  which  had  already 
extended  over  a  period  of  some  fifteen  years.  It 
was  not  difficult  to  discover  that  he  was  a  con¬ 
scientious  worker.  His  steadfast  fidelity,  his 
scrupulous  care  to  be  exact  in  his  accounts,  his 
unceasing  watchfulness  for  the  Board's  Interest 
soon  became  an  unspeakable  satisfaction  to  me. 
There  was  no  need  to  be  anxious  about  the  fi¬ 
nances  in  the  ofTice  when  I  was  compelled  to  be 
out  of  It  on  long  absences.  It  has  been  deeply 
gratifying  to  carry  to  the  Convention  the  audit 
of  his  accounts  and  to  invite  inspection  of  It  by 
business  men.  No  business  concern  In  the  city 
of  Richmond  had  a  more  competent  bookkeeper 
than  he  and  none  could  Bhow  a  better  piece  of 
work  than  his  annual  ledger.  He  loved  Foreign 
Missions  long  before  he  became  the  Board's  treas¬ 
urer,.  and  delighted  to  give  his  money  to  it.

I  could  not  be  present 
to  weep  with  those  who  weep  over  our  great  loss, 
nor  have  part  in  Brother  Sanders'  election.  1 
have,  however,  the  greatest  satisfaction  in  the 
choice  which  has  been  made,  and  wish  to  com¬ 
mend  this  younger  but  fully  tried  man  to  the 
brotherhood  and  slsterhod  of  the  South.  He 
came  to  the  Board  from  one  of  the  leading  banks 
of  Richmond  several  years  ago,  and  has  by  his 
conduct,  qualifications  and  satisfactory  service 
won  the  affection  of  h.is  associates  and  the  unhes¬ 
itating  confidence  of  the  Board.  He  like  our  la¬ 
mented  Brother  Gwathmey  is  a  Baptist,  and  a 
Sunday  School  and  prayer  meeting  Christian.

He  saw  his  duty 
to  serve  not  in  a  sheltered  hospital,  where  he  was 
entitled  to  go  as  a  minister,  but  in  the  front  line 
of  battle  and  there  heroically  he  met  death.  Our 
church  at  Rome  felt  keenly  the  passing  away  of 
Elena  Paschetto.  the  young  wife  of  the  beloved 
editor  of  ohr  magazine.  •Bllychnls.’  8he  was 
'  quiet  and  unobtrusive  but  a  fine  musician  and 
needle-woman  and  was  president  of  the  Young 
.Women’s  Christian  Association  and  treasurer  of 
our  sewing  circle,  the  "Dorcas.”  Her  husband  has 
given  to  all  a  most  luminous  example  qf  faith  by  i 
his  serenity  and  trust  In  spite  of  the  aching  void.  I 
The  notices  of  her  death  were  not  black-edged  but  I 
encircles  with  lavender  flowers,  like  a  loving 
wreath,  and  there  were  words  which  spoke  of 
faith  and  loVe  which  are  stronger  than  death,  i 
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r  Many  non-believing  friends  were  struck  by  It,  and 
t  said,  "You  have  something  In  your  faith  which  Is 
abiding."  Just  now  in  Italy  all  Americans  are 
admired,  so  we  must  walk  carefully  so  as  not  to 
dispel  this  impression.  Last  summer  In  the  smal¬ 
ler  places  In  Southern  Italy  we  were  spoken  of 
as  evangelists  and;  though  they  meant  evangleals, 
1  felt  we  must  try  to  live  up  to  the  name  as  far 
as  we  were  able.

ence.  In  celebrating  the  Supper  we  comemor- 
ate  the  fact  of  Christ's  death  for  us,  and  In  the 
celebration  we  illustrate,  by  the  use  of  broken 
bread  and  poured-out  wine,  Hia  broken,  body 
and  shed  blood. 

If  we  let  Cor.  10:16  mean  that  partaking 
of  the  bread  and  wine  in  the  Supper  represents 
our  spiritual  communion  with  Christ,  as  a  par¬ 
taking  of  the'  trody  and  blood  of  Christ,  as 
common  sense  demands,  then  there  is  no  mys¬ 
tery  connected  with  the  observance  of  the  Lord's 
Supper.  This  commonsense  Interpretation,  which 
is  necessitated  by  the  use  of  so  many  other  like 
passages  in  the  Scriptures,  takes  *«Way  all  the 
ground  for  wild  speculation  and  makes  of  the 
Supper  simply  a  memorial  rite,  kept  In  memory 
of  our  Lord  a  .death;  and  to  show  or  symbolize 
that  death  till  He  comes  again.  That  and  noth¬ 
ing  more. 

The  idea  of  the  Real  Presence  of  the  Lord  In 
the  elements  used.  In  the  celebration  of  the  Sup¬ 
per  is  wholly  speculation.  There  is  no  hint  In  the 
Scriptures  of  such  a  thing  as  that  Christ  In  any 
way  comes  Into  the  bread  and  wine  when  It  Is 
consecrated.  The  elements  used  are  either  His 
actual  body  or  they  represent  His  body.  In  the 
light  of  the  facts  given  you  may  Judge  which 
they  are.
